The chief of the United States wrath 
er bureau stated recently that in the 
opinion of the bureau a new system of 
long range weather forecasting, which 
has been widely discussed lately, was 
quite fallacious.

said to be based on the spottedness of 
the sun and rifts and shafts of solar 
radiation. In the opinion of the weath­ 
er bureau, it belongs in the same class 
with 
other methods of long range 
weather forecasting based on lunar, 
planetary, magnetic and astrological 
considerations. 
None of these sys­ 
tems, it is said, fins any scientific val­ 
ue. The United States weather bureau 
itself is the authorized agency of the 
government to collect meteorological 
observations 
and

weather forecasts and warnings.

Electric Fly Killer. 
A new device for catching dies is be­ 
ing added to the equipment cf ii num­ 
ber of botels in preparation for the 
summer season.

The Hague.—Conscription for women 
is the latest idea of German feminists. 
German women have accomplished 
an amazing amount of work for the 
fatherland iii the present war, but the 
feminist leaders assert that too much 
of the work has been dilettante, ill or­ 
ganized and iii directed. 
What is wanted, according to these 
women, is the introduction of compul­ 
sory service for women—not military, 
but home service. 
Each woman, they 
say, should spend one year in the later 
teens learning work which should be 
useful to the state. At the end of that 
Bm* she could return to the bosom of 
her family. 
At a meeting held at Berlin recently 
Dr. Gertrude Banmer developed this 
idea. She showed how feminine work 
for the fatherland had been hampered 
by lack of training and organization, 
drew a fine picture of what coaid have 
been done had the women been called 
upon at the same time as the men, 
each woman knowing her job and 
knowing where to go to it 
Finally, she urged the advantages in 
the way of discipline which the men 
got from their years of service. “We 
must be done with dilettantism I” she 
cried. “Every woman must learn that 
she owes a duty not only to her child, 
but to the home, and not only to the 
home, but to the state, and, above all, 
she must know what to do.”
